The location of the buildings on a 
farm has a great deal to do with the 
time it takes to do the work. 
It will 
often pay to move some of the build­ 
ings in order to secure a more con­ 
venient arrangement. 
W. C. Palmer 
of the North Dakota experiment sta ­ 
tion tells how this was done on one 
farm with the following results: 
Un­ 
der the old plan it required walking 
63 miles a year just carrying in water. 
Under the new plan the water was 
piped into the house— no walking re­ 
quired. 
Bringing in the wood under 
the old plan required walking 22 miles. 
Under the newT arrangement this was 
reduced to 8% miles. 
The trips made 
to the machine shed during the year 
amounted to 57 1-3 miles; by the new 
arrangement it was reduced to ll^ i 
miles. 
By the new arrangement the 
year’s trips in feeding the hogs was 
reduced 102M» miles and In caring for 
the chickens three miles were saved. 
The total saving for the year through 
rearranging the farmstead was 217 1-3 
miles. 
It was found that the time used in 
j walking these 217 1-3 miles was worth 
$36.74. 
It must be remembered that 
It was not only a case of walking three 
miles, but it was usually with som e­ 
thing to carry. 


Seymour’s lire map shows that the 
five wards are divided into twenty- 
two fire districts and when an alarm 
is given the fire bell gives the number 
of the ward in taps, then after a 
pause the district number is sounded.

and he 
makes every effort to persuade moth­ 
ers to nurse their 
children 
at the 
breast. 
“ If he considers that a mother is 
able to do this, lie will not issue a 
milk certificate and the mother will I 
not be able to purchase milk. 
“ Nurses a lso 
are under govern­ 
ment control and when they discoveri 
that a mother is able to nurse ht*r 
baby it is her 
duty 
to 
notify the 
doctor to that effect and it then be­ 
comes his duty to cancel the milk 
ticket. 
“ The milk that 
is 
issued is not 
enough for a baby , of course, but th» * 
scientists have worked out a way of 
mixing it with an oatmeal or wheat 
broth. 
This is fed from the bottle 
three times a day . 
But 
he must 
have food two other times every day 
and the 
scientists 
are 
busily in­ 
structing phy sicians and nurses, •who 
in turn instruct mothers how to cook 
apples, carrots and spinach for the 
babies. 
“ We cook the apples or carrots 
until soft as porridge and serve it to 
the baby with a spoon. 
He hasn't a 
tooth in his head,

but he has 
learned to eat from a spoon.

Plaines
